troversy between the Wabash Rail- 
road company and the Italian govern- 
ment which has been laid before the 
federal authorities. The letter to the 
governor says that the representative 
of the Italian consul at Chicago went 
to the Wabash railroad hospital at 
Peru for the purpose of seeing the 
Italian laborers who were injured in 
the Wabash railroad wreck near Cass, 
in which eight Italians were killed 
outright and several injured, and that 
"this representative of the consul was 
denied any communication whatever 
with the Italians by the agent of the 
railway company."

lish. The Italian consul has'declared

ities for Consul Rosewadowski to ren- 
der aid to the Italian patients.
